Cbarlee B. Britton ie a tanner ot mid- 


dle age, who baa a wife and Are children. 
He ia a tenant on the Eli Ulety place, 
known as the Hopklna farm, Ijing SJi 
milea soatheaat ot the town of Mt, Zton, 
Dividing hjfl place and a neighbor's 
{arm ie 
a hedge about 
shoulder 


high. Last «ysnbg at 7:30 o'clooi, 
while the moon was sbinin?, casting a 
shadow in the Brittoo yard near the 
tooM, Mr, Button stepped ontot doow 
witbio fifteen feet of the hedge. He 
stood there tor awhile, and just ae he 
waein tbeaot of turning around to re- 
enter the house there came & sadden 
flash ol a revolver from theoppoiite ot 
tbe hedge, the report causing Mr. Brit- 
ton to jnmp as if shot. He plainly heard 
the flinging ot the bnl'et aa it passed 
him, and be tamed quickly and looked 
toward tbeepot from whence tbe report 
oatne. He saw a dark object behind the 
hedge io a stooping posture and moving 
rapidly. Thinking perhaps that more 
ballets woald be fired, Mr. Bntton ran 
for tho house, to find hie family greatly 
startled. Miss Blackburn, who ism the 
employ of the family, TTIS in tbe act of 
taisiag the window to learo the cause of 
tbe firing, and when Mr. B, entered in a 
high elate ot excitement, tbe entire fam- 
ily was aroused aad a abort period of 
terror prevailed. 


GOT Hie BBTOIiVBB. 


Mr. Brltton at once secured his revolver, 


intending to go out and pureoe the 
would-be murderer; bat Mm. Britton 
clang to her basbaad, and prevented his 
immediate retarn to the hedge fence, 
When be did get outside no trace ot the 
cowardly aeaanin conld be found; there 
were no tracks discernible, becanae there 
ia a pasture on the opposite aide of tbe 
badge. Mr. Britton returned to tbe 
house, and after tbe exottement bad 
subsided he examined bis clothing. 


xuiiiivt BOLIS. 


Tbe examination was not calculated to 


qdiot the nerves of Mr, Britton. He 
found that the bullet which had been 
fired at him from amboeh with tnnrderoaa 
intent bad just grazed the front ot bis 
veet, tearing off a button and going 
through tbe left aide of his ooat. Had he 
not turned slightly when the revolver waa 
fired, tbe bullet woald certainly have 
bailed itselt in bis body in the region ot 
tbe abdomen. Hiadieoovery of the close 
abave ha bad for hie life made it a sleep- 
less night for Mr. Brittoo and his fa*uily, 
and this morning the farmer, who did 
not think be had an enemy in the town- 
ship, went to Mt, Zion to take the aix 
o'clock train for Deostnr, While in Zion 
he related what had occurred at hie 
home, and at once there wae general 
speonlation as to who could have been 
BTuKy «f such a oowardly act 


Mr. Britton on arriving ID Decatnr re- 


ported tbe circumstances to Mirshal 
Btason and to all ot bia personal friends 
in Deflator, Be ia at a loss to know what 
to do to protect himself in the future, ex- 
cept that he will be fully prepared to 
deal promptly with anyone who may at- 
;aok him again in like manner. 


Said Mr. Britton to the RIPOTUOAN 


reporter to-day: "I will go ah«ad the 
same aa HflUal and attend to my own 
affaire and will not skulk or hide from 
anybody, I bare nothing to fear. I 
lave done wrong to no one. I bite had 
no trouble with anybody in Mt, Zion 
township, except some months ago I was 
a witness in a law suit in a justice

BI9TORIOAL. 


The Seventh Illinois Cavalry was 


organised at Camp Butler and was mas- 
tered into service for three veers October 
18th, 1861. The companies were from all 
parts of the state — A from Paris, Van- 
dalia, Montioelto, DeWitt, Normal and 
other points; B from Polo, Buffalo, EH- 
born, Dnrand, Chicago, Qniner, Shelby- 
ville; 0 from Hendota, Amboy, Diion 
and other points in tbe northern put of 
the state; D from E.OOI ootioty and ad- 
jacent towns; E from Gravville and 
vicinity; F from Vandalia, Belleville, 
Salem aod Greenville; Q from New Ha> 
van, BhttwneetowD, Carmi and adjacent 
towns; H from ShelbvvlUe, Uattoon, Be- 
rnent, Jaoksonvilte, Ramsey, Normal and 
other towns; I from Decfltur, Tjioooio, 
Wbeatland, Niantio, Uaoon, tBbumiog- 
ton and other points; E from Canton and 
Enox ooonty; L from Basbusll and adja- 
oant towns; M from Bed Bud largely, 
and onaasigned reoroite from various 
points. The first brash at fighting wae 
in the spring ot *62, whan tbe regiment 
captured a battery of steel breech-loading 
gnns from tbe famous Jeff Thompson at 
New Madrid, Mo. It did valiant service 
in guarding railroad property. At toe 
battle of Inka the regiment loat forty 
offloere and men, and all through tbe war 
the Seventh distinguished itself by weeks 
of endurance and hard fighting. It was 
brigaded with the Second Iowa .under 
Colonel B. H. GrieraoD, and wae in 
"Griersoa'a Bald," famous in war history, 
The regiment was in tbe service fonr 
years and three months, and was mas- 
tered oat at Camp Butler on November 
IT, 1866, The regimental officers were;

Great Britain, which is an impr^eeive 
exhibit of the difference in tbe conditions 
ot peoples in a protective tariff aud a 
tree trade country. Whittaker, a recog- 
nized British authority, in his editions 
ot statistics from 1SS4 to 1889, a five-year 
period, gives the number ot registered 
paupers (exclusive of vagrants), by which 
it appears that in 183-1 there were 1,232,- 
983, end in 18S9, the number had increas- 
ed to 1,44C,OC5. Tbe net increase in 
pauperism in a period of five years, when 
there woe perfect peace, good oropa and 
free trade prosperity (?)wae 163,682, or 
12 7-10 per cent, in five years. The same 
statistical authority is the basis of the 
following comparisons: 


In England and Wales there ore more 
than 23 1-3 times as many paupers in 
proportion to population as there are in 
the United States, There are in tbe 
United Kingdom more than 31 38-100 
times aa many paupers in proportion to 
population BS there are in tbe United 
States, 


The actual net increase in the number 


of paupers in the "United Kingdom du- 
ring tbe five years preceding 1889 was 
more than 2 43 100 times tbe total pau- 
perism ot the United States.
